Our Washington corresjionJcjii, in a late 


communication, refers to a report of theju 
diciarycommliuc of the House of Ueps., ir 
which it is absurdly held " that the late fi- 
" nancial revulsion is not properly altribu- 
" table to the action of the Hanks, but rath- 
" er to rash land and railroad specul-itions." 


Upon tliia statement, 
intelligent and 


genertlly correct corresponiient ventures 
the remark, lint "the real cause of ihe re- 
" vulsion »»! the inability and refusal of 
" the Banks to redeem their paper and pay 
" their depoi'tors." 


\Ve believe that, on reflection, rur friend 


at ihe Capital will fee that his obnervnlion 
is incorrect, as it is quite certain lliat the 
origin of last year's revulsion dates lot) far 
back for the validity of his position. 
That 


the rsper currency ol the United Stales,— 
il!-regul»ted, vicioui and redundant as it is, 
—wu the great primary and efficient cause 


of the revulsion, is in our view as manifest 
as the fact that ihe re is such a currency in 
existence, or that there has been 2 revul- 
sion. 
And yet it has operated, lo nurnc 


cittnt, differently from the way in which 
our correspondent describes il. 


The " raih land and railroad specula- 


tions" so harshly arraigned by the judiciary 
committee, were only secondary causes, 
winch had been themselves engenders I by 
(he vitioua and miserable monetary syslem 
aflhc country. 
There wero many oilier 


causes of a similar class, which co-opcratci! 
lo bring about the financial and business 
crisis of 1857. 
Excessive importations o 


foreign goods; the passion for grand am 
gay dwellings, fast l.orscs, fine dresses, rid 
furniture, and fashionable entertainments; 
stock gambling, enormous credits, Ihe con- 
slruction of mn-paying railroads—in short, 
every variety of fast living and wild and 
reckless speculation, came in for a shure in 
bringing alioul Ihe last year's disasters.— 
But the root of them all, or at least the 
primary and ^rand driving-wheel of ihe 
whole vicious machinery, was nought else 
but a |X>orly regulated paper currency 
which mrored parties could mainly wield 
for their own purposes—which could tw in- 


i^_dffigi;ejy espaiidedif occasion rcquiredj^ic 


whose excessive contraction, wholly option- 
al wilh thcsams parties, could be made to 
work extensive hardship and ruin. 


The Haitk suspension, lo which our cor 


respondent imputes the revulsion, was hu 
nn incident, a circumslance, in ll'.c liistor' 
of the crisis of Ifi57—not its elHcifnl am 
e.vcilir.gcause. 
Indeed, il was rather an 


t-fiect lhan a cause—a very n a Ural conte 
qui-nce of the whole train of evils previous 
ly set in motion by a redundant and hadl 
regulated paper currency. 
The liank 


themselves thus became suffererp Irom the 
own misdoings, nnJ thence inflicted sli 
furiher injury upon the community by a r 
lustil In fulfil their engagements. 
Uul th 


have a justification for this—such as it ii 
in (he fact, that the community, who we 
largely their debtors, had first refused 
perform their engagements to the flanks. 
This is partially true—and the non-fultil-, 
mcnt was on both sides, to no small extent,! 


grounded in posiiive. inability. 
Hut it 


would te a great mistake to suppose that 
the Daubing syslem of the country is to be 
therefore exculpated from the charge of 
producing the crisis ot 1857. 


And what arc ihe people, or the people's 


representatives, going to do about it—any 
ihing, or nothing J 
Arc we, or are we not, 


to hive learned any practical lesson from 
the painful experience of the p»st year ?— 
If" a burnt child dreads the fire," il seems 
as if a vrea'. and intelligent nation of free- 
men might have sense and forecast enough 
to sift out the causes of such u wide-spread 
and serious calamity, and make 
some 


prompt and efficient defence against its re- 
currence h"rcafler.
